ENGLISH OPERA HOUSE. 

Barnaby Rudge does not seem to abate one jot in point of attraction. 
The company continues to,receive a good share of that patronage to which 
its merits most assuredly entitle it. Mrs. Waylett is most decidedly an 
acquisition ; she has been most kindly received in her favorite part, or 
parts, in Zhe Four Sisters. Her ballads are as enchanting as ever. 
Selby’s humorous Burlesque, Behind the Scenes, lacks, perhaps, some of 
the effectiveness it portrayed at the New Strand Theatre, but its humour 
is as mirth raising as ever. George Wild is quite equal to Attwood in 
the part of the stage struck Hopkins. Theauthor of the Extravaganza 
Plays Spooney Negus, and draws forth roars of laughter, while Mrs. 
Selby gives a life-like sketch of that inseparable companion of Provincial 
Theatres, the “ Tragedy Queen.” There are one or two novelties in 
readiness. 

New Strawn Treatrre.— The Fairies’ Frolics, as we predicted, 
continue to divert laughter loving crowds nightly. This is decidedly the 
most successful card of Mr. Hall’s pack. If it were only to hear Mrs. 
Keeley’s mimetic recital of Shakspere’s “Seven Ages,” it would be 
worth while to visit this house, We may here say a word or two in praise 
of Miss Eliza Terrey. This promising young lady has several domestic 
ballads to sing, all of these she executes with feeling, and had she a more 
powerful voice she would be a first-rate singer. Mrs. Corrie labours un- 
der a similar defectiveness in point of voice, but this is in a great measure 
overlooked by her hearers from the taste and expression which this lady 
contrives to throw into her singing. Zhe Devil and Dr. Faustus pro- 
gresses, aud Mr. Lacey improves uponacquaintance. Aldgate Pump, too, 
is still approved by the frequenters of this Theatre. 

Vicrorta.—Mr. Osbaldiston’s success here needs no further remark 
than the announcement that the domesticDrama of Susan Hopley reached 
its 50th representation last night. This and Shakspere have been won- 
derfully attractive. //am/et has had its turn lately with an excellent cast 
for the principal characters. Mr. E. F. Saville, as the Prince, Osbaldiston 
as the Ghost, and Miss Vincent as Ophelia.
